sical collapse, was very much im- 
proved this morning. At 9 ^o'clock 
he received a call from Dr. Gilbert, 
Ihiis physician. 


The doctor found Colonel Hay so 


much fbetter that he permitted him 
to sit up, and while directing that lie 
remain quietly in his room for tlie 
day, 
expressed the belief that he 


will be able to leave the city this 
evening, if necessary. 


Immediately after the departure of 


the physician Secretary Hay arose 
and had breakfast in his r'oom. 


It was stated at the house this 


morning that no definite plans for 
the funeral will be fixed tipon until 
the arrival 
of Mrs. Hay and her 


daughter, who are expected this aft- 
ernoon from Newbury, N. H,, 'their 
summer home. Meanwhile, ihowpvei*, 
arrangements are being made tenta- 
tively for departure with the body 
late in the cl'ay. 


The class ot '98 of Yale university, 


of which Adelbert S. Hay 
was a 


member, took 'action today by passing 
a resolution deploring his untimely 
death and expressing "appreciation 
of his noble character and admirable 
qualities."

"It is more blessed to give than -to 


receive/ was the subject of Rev. J. 
Budman Fleming's first sermon as 
pastor of Westminster Presbyterian 
church on Sunday morning. 
The 


text was Acts xx, 35, and Bev. Flem- 
ing said in part: 


"We are not able to understand a! 


that Jesus said or did that is con- 
tained in the Bible. It has been said 
that if all Jesus said and did had 
been recorded, the world would not 
have contained all the books that 
would have been written about it. 
From the accounts we have, however, 
we know that all Jesus dis was well 
done. When Jesus spoke to his dis- 
ciples of making a feast, 
He told 


them not to bi'd the rich who would 
be able to return the favor, but the 
blind, the lame and the halt, those 
who could not recompnse. 


"Sometimes we feel that it would 


have been well had a stenographei 
been with Jesus at all times and re- 
corded all that He said* Had all He 
said been recorded we might have un- 
derstood some things better. 
The 


men who complain that the gospel is 
no complete, will complain about 
everything1. The1 man -who is satis- 
fied with things- as he finds them is 
the happier man. 


;£ 'It is more blessed to give than to 


receive.' What a beautiful thought. 
Everything- in nature that receives, 
gives back according to its increase, 
It is said that he wfco gives not is an 
Hnalomy in the universe, The text 
says there is something better than 
receiving, and that is giving. 
I 


want to speak to you of the blessed- 
ness of giving. In the first place it 
is more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive because it is more God-like. The 
most admirable thing is man in his 
ikeness to God. What is there today 
.nadmirable in man? Sin. Then the 
most noble thing a man can do is that 
virhich will make him more like his 
Creator. 
When you associate with 


cultured people for 
any length of 


time, you naturally acquire some of 
their culture and refinement. When 
you associate yourself with people of 
the opposite character, the opposite 
is the result. In nothing can a man 
resemble God so much as in giving1* 
If a man 
studies 
but 
to possess 


knowledge, 'he is- a miser mentally. 
A little knowledge used for the ben- 
efit of others would be worth more 
than a store of learning for selfish 
purposes* 


'In the second place it is more 


blesse'd to give than to receive fce- 
causo the giver's self is put out at in- 
terest, as it were, A man who gives 
simply because he expects profit ac- 
cording- to his gifts is not giving as 
the -Bible has it. 'When a liberal man 
fails he has many friends who will 
come to his rescue, and he is usually 
the man who is able to rise again 
above his difficulties. 
Haw much 


better it would be if a man left his 
estate to be used for the purpose of 
benefiting humanity than if he left 
it to be fought over by jealous rela- 
tives, or squandered by spendthrift 
children. In proportion to what yon 
shall give you shall receive, if your 
gift is made in the right spirit. 


"A man cannot be surfeited with 


giving as he can be by receiving, The 
surest way to get good is to give 
good. The Buddhist piiest seeks to 
win what he considers heaven by self 
sacrifices, meditation and prayer. (He 
is selfish because he seeks only for 
his own advancement, he does noth- 
ing- to hel-p others* The religion of 
Jesus Christ is to give, and that re- 
ligion will advance as long- as it has 
this missionary spirit. 


"Lastly, it is more blessed to give 


than to receive because the influence 
of giving1 is boundless in its results, 
A young- man 
working 
his way 


through college is almost overcame 
by despair because he is unable to go 
further on account of lack of fun'ds. 
Some g-ood friend steps in and gives 
him $500 and 
he i& able- to get 


through. In time 'he will be a suc- 
cessful mail, and will some time see 
a young felow in the same straits he 
was in, and remembering his own 
experience, he will 'help him. And so 
the first $500 will shove itself down 
through the years and its influence 
will be boundless. Influence of this 
kind is like throwing a pebble into 
a lake. 
The tiny circular ripple 


spreads and sperad-s and is arrested 
only by reaching the shores of the 
lake. Giving is like casting- your 
bread upon the waters; you will some1 


clay receive back ten fold what you 
gave. No one should feel that they 
have nothing- to give, -everyone has 
something. It may be only a little 
perhaps only a kind' and encouraging 
word, it may bring comfort and hap- 
pinesfe to some one and you will sure- 
ly benefit by it, because the Bible 
says so.1'

time ago he wrote of this wo;k and 
told of eady visits to Fovt W^yno, 
in the com so of which he ruO, 


"Of course, the commerce I have re- 


ferred to was of a limited character. 
It consisted mainly of the merchan- 
dise from New York for the trading 
points west as far as Logansport, 
Ind. 
flrain 
and lumbe; weu im- 


ported for supplying contractors on 
the canals. 
The g^oods were sent 


forward "by teams to the head of the 
Maumee 
river rapids, now 
called 


Grand Bapids, and thence sent up 
the river in keel boa-'s and phogues 
to Fort Wayne, where another por- 
tage was necessary over to tht head- 
quarters of the Wabash river, and 
thence down the Wabash to their 
designation. 
All this was hei oic 


transportation, compared1 v/ith the 
facilities of the present day 
The 


completion of the canals presented to 
.is all a striking and pleasant con- 
trast. 


"I was sent by my employers in 


October, 1836, to T/ogansport, IndM 
;o 'collect the money they had paid 
out for transporting thisi merchan- 
dise from New York to Perrysburg. 
I was- a green boy of eighteen, and 
eighteen at that period meant less 
experience than at present. 
I was a 


enderfoot of the rarest type, but I 
succeeded in accomplishing my mis- 
sion. 
The trip was performed' on 


liorseflback, of course, and for much 
of the way through forests without 
roads. 
I consumed ten days in 


reaching Logansport. 
'Between De- 


fiance aijd .Fort Wayne the 'country 
was very new and wild, *but I found 
shelter for man and beast at several 
,og ca'bins. 
I am ashamed th'at I 


not recall tjhe names of the very 


early and hospitable settlers. 


'Among- the men with -whom I 


came in contact and bad business 
with were the Messrs* Samuel Han- 
na, William U. and 0. W. lowing, Al- 
en Hamilton, 'Cyrus Tafber, the chiefs 
of the Miami Nation-, Godfrey 'and 
Bichardville, the Eds'alls, Hugh Mc- 
Culloch, M. W. Hubbell, Hugh Hannu 
and others. 
At Peru, Ind,, I at- 


tended a public dau'ce in a hotel just 
built where the whites were largely 
outnumbered by the Miami Indians, 
and where long before morning all 
original distinctive racial Mevelop- 
men-ts were lost in 'the noisy orgies 
of a disgusting, drunken ^'omogenity. 
It was -a decid'edly new revelation, to 
the tenderfoot. 
I secured a room, 


but without a lock, and left my sad- 
dle .bags containing specie that I had 
collected in the bed. I Was alarmed 
for the safety of the money and' be- 
gan to arouse the Indian in a rough 
way, when, lie sprang out of bed 
brandishing 'his knife, and I went 
flying to the landlord, who came, and 
after explanation I turned in' with 
my T^oots on, 


"On <my return to Port Wayne I 


had checks upon iHugh MoCulloch, 
who was president of a branch of the 
State bank there and who very kind- 
ly helped 'me to so arrange my money 
collections around my body as to 
make i't safe to carry through the 
rest of my journey 'home. 
Mr. Mc- 


Culloch was afterwards secretary of 
the treasury of the United States. 


"In the following summer at the 


icquest 
pof my employers I went on 


board of the s'tea'mer Wayne as clerk 
from August, -when sfao was ready to 
bail, until the close of navigation; 
but the season's experience as a s-ail- 
01 vas satisfactory to 'me."
